NICARAGUA* CANAL. 

Admiral Ammen, who Is favorable to the 
proposed Nicaraguan Canal, and who is about 
Washington a good deal of the time, has re- 
cently written a letter setting forth some of 
the details of the probable cost of construct- 
ing the canaL He believes that the cost of 
the canal, when the work Is executed in the 
best manner, will not exceed IKX), mti 
Admitting tha maximum cost to be $82,000,- 

000, Admiral Amman says that 1,000,000 tons 
would be a low estimate of the annual ton- 
nage passing through the canal, while in half 
a century it would be five times that 
amount The grain product exported to 
"urope from the Pacific coast now exceeds 
2,000,000 tons, while the ressels partly 
laden with iron and coal, used partly as 
ballast, going through the canal for cargo, 
would not be le-s than 1,000,000 tons. To 
this would be added the traffic from Japan, 
Northern China, the Phillipine and Sandwich 
Islands, the islands of the South 1'acirie, New 
Zealand and Australia, This would make 
5,000,000 tons in sight as soon as the canal is 
opened. With canal dues at $1 per ton, de- 
ducting $1,000,000 for maintenance and tow-

Howm Cave, Ky.. Dec. 18.— P. J. Slocum, 
a school teacher, recently incurred the ill-will 
of some of the community, and received sev- 
eral anon vinous letters suggesting that if lie 
didn t leave town he would be waited on.

Bergiua Alexandrovitch, of Russia, and t»« 
bridb, Princess Elitabeth Alexandria Louk* 
Alice, of HeMM. The fact that the Princess 
bad begged for a divorce leaked out last 
week, but the report was promptly met by an 
official dental emanating from the Court of 
St Petersburg. The denial, however, failed 
> have the weight that waa desired, for too 
many details of the acanduloui conduct of 
the bridegroom, both before ami tiuce bis 
marriage, had already become public 
property. The Grand Uuke, who is 
the third son of the late Csar, and 
the youngwrt but one of the Imperial 
Grand Duke*, is said to have a Coe- 
sack's love for female conquests, and to be 
reckless and unscrupulous with women, even 
if their rank is equal to his own. A marriage 
wasarranped for him with the MaOM Kliza- 
hethof Hesse, who is the granddaug iter of 
Queen Victoria and a daughter of tin Grand 
Duke Louis IV. of Hesse by his secord wife, 
the late Princess Alice of England. Sergius 
waa twenty-six years old and KlizaUtb nine- 
teen when he nent to Dannstatit to go 
through the formality of paying court to the 
I 'rim-ess. The wedding was amnged fur 
last April, but the death of Pr nee Leopold 
of England caused a postponement of the cer- 
emony, and it was not solemnized until June. 
Jn the meantime, it is said, tbe Grand Duke 
Hergius committed the unpardonable impru- 
dence of bringing a very attractive 
Frenchwoman to Darmstadt and maintain- 
ing her at a hotel. His visit, to her rooms 
were frequent, and there seemed to be no at- 
tempt at concealment of the admiration 
which the Grand Duke felt for the fair Paris- 
ienne. At last tho Darmstadt police felt 
liound to interfere. They reason*. 1 that "a 
Prince can do no wrong," and therefore the 
blame must be with the woman. She was 
compelled to leave the Grand Duchy, and she 
returned to Paris, where, it is said, she was 
soon after rejoined and consoled by Hergius. 
The postponed wedding of the Grand Duka 
and tbe Princess took place tbe 15th of last 
June in the Winter Palace at .St. Peter* 
burg. The Princess came by railway 
from Germany and was mot at the 
St Petersburg station the '8th of June by 
the Ccar and Czarina, tbe Grand Duke Her- 
gius, and other august personages. The streets 
from the station to the palace was doubly 
lined with troops, and every householder 
along the route had been warned by tbe 
police to keep his doors and windows closed 
and to admit no stranger under any pretext. 
The marriage cereinonv was solemnised two 
days later with the customary pomp. Two 
services were recited, according to tbe ortho- 
dox and Lutheran rituals, and a salute of 100 
fe-uns signalized the end of tbe ceremonies. 
A State banquet was given in the evening, 
and elaborate toasts were offered to the bride 
snd groom, tbe Czar of Russia, the Queen of 
Kngland, and tbe Grand Duke Louis of Hesse. 
Now the Princess wants a divorce according 
to Russian law. The only authority in the 
world that can divorce the wife of a 
Romanoff is that of the Czar. As 
the temporal and spiritual father of 
all Russians, he has power over all 
marriages and separations, but he possesses 
sptcial and unlimited powers in tbis case as 
the head of the Romanoff family. Princess 
Klizabeth accordingly has lain at tbe feet of 
tbe Czar her humble petition for a divorce or 
separation from his brother. The petition 
rentes that the Grand Duko still maintains
